GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Living  Accommodations.  All  buildings  are  air-conditioned.  On- 
campus  living  accommodations  are  available.  Room  reservations  must  be 
confirmed  by  June  1,  1971.  Rooms  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  at  10  a.m. 
on  the  registration  dates.  Room  and  board  fee  includes  double  room,  with 
linens  furnished.  Meals  are  catered  by  the  Charl-Mont  Food  Service. 

Student  Load.  The  maximum  load  is  9 semester  hours  during  the 
eight-week  session  and  6 semester  hours  during  the  six-week  session. 
Additional  hours  may  be  earned  through  workshops  before  and  after  the 
regular  summer  sessions.  Students  may  take  courses  in  different  sessions 
and  workshops  simultaneously. 

Admissions.  Students  who  have  not  registered  previously  at  Avila 
College  are  admitted  by  a letter  from  their  parent  college  authorizing 
summer  work,  or  official  transcripts  of  all  previous  college  work.  Those 
wi  th  no  previous  college  work  are  admitted  by  an  official  high  school 
transcript.

Adjustments.  Students  who  officially  withdraw  before  one-third  of 
a session  or  workshop  is  completed,  will  receive  a refund  of  75  per  cent 
of  tuition.  No  tuition  refund  will  be  made  after  one-third  of  a session  has 
been  completed.  Fees  are  not  refundable.
